RESOLUTION 

No. F. 18-4/95-T.S.TIL—There arc seventeen (17) Regio¬ 
nal Engineering Colleges (RECs) located in major States 
of the country. They were established as a joint and coopera¬ 
tive venture of the Government of India and the concerned 
State Governments. The role of RECs is to funct'on as 
pace-setters and to provide academic leadership to other 
technical Institutions in the respective regions. The National 
character is ensured by each college admitting students from 
all States and Union Territories and further by appointing 
the best available faculty on an all India basis. The col¬ 
lege# were established as autonomous registered societies 
under tho Societies Registration Act, 1860 (Act No. XXI 
of 1860). 

2. The last review of RECs was carried out in 1971 by a 
high level Committee constituted by the Government of India 
under the Chairmanship of Prof. Jaikrishna. 

3. While these Colleges have very considerable achieve¬ 
ments to their credit it is often said that there is a scope for 
a better balanco in their programmes. 

4. Since the last review, considerable changes in REC 
educational programmes and systems have taken place to 
cope up with challenges of modern technology. A number 
of initiatives to support such challenges have been built from 
time to time in RECs and recently with the introduction of 
two programmes viz “Centres of Excellence” for all RECs 
and "Indo-UK RECs Project for the development of the 4 
themes in R RECs. Further, the globalisation of Indian 
Industry is necessitating adjustment in technical education 
programme lo support industry oriented technologies. 

5. Apart from reviewing the performance of these Col¬ 
leges vis-a-vis their mandates, it is necessary to examine as 
to whether and infrastructural changes are necessary in view 
of the changing needs and if so what aro the consequential 
implication including financial requirements. 

6. The Government, therefore, decided to constitute a 
High Power Committee to review the Regional Engineering 
Colleges. The composition of the Committee is indicated

Also suggest an alert organ within 
the system for keeping R.E.Cs at the cutting edge 
of Technology Education, 



(iv) To suggest mechanism for close participation of 
R.E.Cs with Industry, Society and other-institutions, 

(v) To suggest method of selection of excellent faculty 
and teacher training programme for existing tea¬ 
chers. 

(vi) To make recommendations on any other matter 
which Committee deems fit for the growth of 
R.E.Cs as leaders in Technical Education. 

S. The Committee will devise its own method of proceed¬ 
ing and submit its Report within six months from the date of 
iisuc of this Resolution.
